It is eight o’clock in the 
evening, the lights in Ward Lec- 
ture Hall dim, and the audience 
falls silent with anticipation. 
Then, the awaited guests emerge 
to lavish the audience with an 
evening of musical delight. 

The? yArtist Series! at 


Lipscomb provides students, fac- 
ulty, and the community with the 
chance to hear world-renowned 
musicians. From harpsichordists 
to vocalists, from guitarists to vio- 
lists, this year’s series provided a

rich variety of musical talent. For 
nine years, the Artist Series has 
culturally enriched the Lipscomb 
campus. Dr. Jerome Reed, the co- 
ordinator for the series, notes that 
“Lipscomb had a very prestigious 
series in the 1940’s and 1950’s 
which was held at the Ryman Au- 
ditorium.” When Dr. Hazelip, 
who attended Lipscomb during 
its series at the Ryman, became 
President of Lipscomb, Dr. Reed, 
approached him about beginning 
the present Artist Series. 


_ Dr. Reed, the Artist Series Coordinator, is also a 


noted pianist. Here, he is performiing the Ives

Wanting to “restore Lipscomb’s 
status in the community as a spon- 
sor of those types of programs,” Dr. 
Reed has hosted a number of noted 
musicians at Lipscomb. 

The series began this year 
with “Music for Two Harpsi- 
chords.” Shawn Leopard and John 
Paul played pieces by J.S. Bach 
and others, written especially for 
two harpsichords. To give the au- 
dience a more authentic sound of 
the instrument on which Bach ac- 
tually composed, the duo played on 
a copy of a 1681 French harpsi- 
chord and a Lautenwerck (lute- 
harpsichord). Not only did they 
play pieces composed specifically 
for their instruments, but this duo 
also played delightful adaptations 
of a Joplin Rag and a Tango by 
Albeniz. 


From Bach to improvised jazz selections, the Falla Guitar Trio displayed 
their amazing talent. 


In October, the talented and accomplished Da 
Falla Guitar Trio dazzled the audience with their vir- 
tuosity. Members of this trio included Terry Graves, 
who has performed as soloist with the Midwest Cam- 
ber Orchestra and the Los Angeles Promenade Or- 
chestra; Kenton Youngstrom, who studied guitar un- 
der James Smith, Pepe Romero, and Lee Ritneour; 
and Dusan Bagdanovic, who perfromed an impres- 
sive debut recital at Carnegie Hall in 1977. They have 
combined their individual talents to form a world-fa- 
mous trio which performs pieces from a wide variety 
of styles and composers. They performed not only a 
Bach Sonata in G, BWV 1038, but | 
also “Three Spanish Dances” by 
Granados, two original composi- 
tions by Bogdanovic, and impro- 
vised jazz selections. With the abil- 
ity to perform such a variety of 
pieces, this trio provided some- 
thing for every classical guitar en- 
thusiast. 

Fretwork, the third ensemble 
in the Artist Series for the ‘98-’99 
season, performed a program of 
pieces for viols with voice. Hav- 
ing debuted in London in 1986, this 
exciting ensemble has since per- 
formed all over the world. Their 


repertoire includes works that span — Spanish Composers.” 


the entire English consort tradition and also pieces 
from 16th and 17th century Germany, Italy, Flanders, 
France, and Spain. Michael Chance was the coun- 
tertenor that performed with Fretwork. His male alto 
voice is highly demanded, and he has performed in 
concert halls all over the world including Carnegie 
Hall, Concertgebouw, Musikverein, Neue 
Gewandhaus and Berlin’s Philharmonie. Demon- 
strating their mastery of early music, Fretwork 
perfomed works such as William Byrd’s “Lullaby, 
My Sweet Little Baby” and Bach’s “2 Contrapuncti” 
from Eie Kunst der Fuge. 

The Concord Ensemble brought a beautifully 
refined sound to Ward as they performed the pro- 
gram: “Iberian Renaissance, Music of Continental 
Spanish Composers.” This ensemble has been on 
National Public Radio’s Harmonia and have a South 
American Tour scheduled for next season. One of 
Lipscomb’s own alumis, Lincoln Hanks is a member 
of this sextet. The Concord Ensemble performed the 
works of three composers: Victoria, Vasquex, and 
Morales, “who represented the best of a hundred years 
of secular and sacred Iberian musical culture.” 

This year’s Artist Series was a great success, 
bringing a wide variety of very accomplished musi- 
cians from all over the world to the halls of Ward.

Making Every Moment Count 


Lipscomb in Vienna proves a life-changing experience 


The 37 member Lipscomb in 
Vienna group arrived in Austria on 
a cool, cloudy day balancing wea- 
riness and anticipation. But, rest 
was not an option and from the 
first city tour to the last snow-en- 
crusted stroll around the inner 
citys Ring, the LIVers made the 
most of every opportunity. 

In spite of all the experience 
learning that LIV students did, this 
semester was not a vacation from 
school. Each student was required 
to attend Humanities, Bible, and 
German classes held every day in 
the Austro-American Institute. 
There was also an optional Biol- 
ogy class. Students had the op- 
portunity to earn between 14 and 
18 credit hours. 


On weekends, however, students 
put new knowledge into practice by 
travelling. The price of the semester 
included a Eurail Pass that allowed 
students to ride most trains in the 
European Union. The passes were 
activated on the group trip to Italy; 
after the trip, there was a ten-day Fall 
Break that allowed students indepen- 
dent travel. Excursions ranged as far 
from Austria as Spain and Denmark. 

After the break, classes only met 
four days a week, and students were 
free for travel from after class Thurs- 
day to curfew Sunday night. 

LIV students visited 18 European 
countries (including the Vatican) and 
returned home with a greater appre- 
ciation for America as well as the 
world.

Feathered caps are not commonplace any- 
where on the Lipscomb campus. Bison Square does 
not greet approaching pedestrians with the pleasing 
aroma of bratwurst and sauerkraut. WDLU never, 
ever broadcasts polka music. Usually, a Lipscomb 
student can declare any of the three previous state- 
ments and rest comfortably in the fact that he or she 
is asserting the truth. However, on October 6, 1998, 
those same students would have been proclaiming 
falsehoods, as David Lipscomb University hosted 
its first annual Oktoberfest. 

Oktoberfest’s roots were planted 188 years 
ago in what is now Munich, Germany. A horse rac- 
ing competition was staged to honor the marriage of 
King Joseph Maximillian I of Bavaria to Princess 
Theresa von Sachsen Hildburghausen of Saxonie. 
Since 1810, the largest Oktoberfests have grown to 
include feasts of German cuisine and concerts of tra- 
ditional German music, as well as carnivals and pa- 
rades. This marks the first year that the annual event 
has been celebrated at Lipscomb University. 

Lipscomb’s Oktoberfest featured a German- 
style lunch, with IBC root beer substituted for a more 
traditional beverage, hosted by the Marriot; German 
polka music courtesy of the campus radio station, 
WDLWU,; and informational booths arranged by the 
German department. Leiderhosen, a German trans- 
lation of the Bible, and maps of Germany were on © 
display inside the Student Center. 

Student support for the event was encourag- 
ing. Lipscomb Senior and German student Darby © 
Waetjen commented, “I think it went generally well. © 
I think overall public opinion was great. We’ll try 
again next year.” Students hope that Oktoberfest | 
will become an annual Lipscomb tradition. After — 
all, itisn’t every day that Marriot serves IBC drinks.

The past year has been full of political scandals and Ae 
turmoil for the American people. As a result of the conflict 
in Kosovo, three American soldiers were held as P.O.W.’s in 
Serbia. After a month of captivity, political activist Jesse | 
Jackson managed to negotiate the release of the hostages into 
the grateful arms of the American public. , 

President Bill Clinton became embroiled in a White ‘yg 
House scandal that led to charges of impeachment. The cha- { 
grin began when Republican attorney Kenneth Starr was ap- | 
pointed as a Special Prosecutor to investigate President and 
Hillary Clinton’s failed investment in an Arkansas real estate 
venture called Whitewater. A grand jury was called and that 
led to several other investigations that eventually focused on ™% 
accusations that the President was involved in obstruction of | 
justice and perjury . He was accused of having an 18-month 
sexual relationship with Monica Lewinsky, then a 21-year 
old White House intern. President Clinton eventually did 
admit to inappropriate behavior, but Congress pushed for- 
ward to bring the President to an impeachment trial in the 
Senate. Eventually, the charges against the President were 
dropped. 

Vice President Al Gore managed to distance himself 
from the grand jury investigation of President Clinton’s ac- 
tivities. Gore began his political career when he was elected 
to the House of Representatives from Tennessee in 1976 where 
he served eight years. He was elected to the U.S. Senate in 
1984. He was inaugurated as the 45th Vice President of the 
United States on January 20, 1993.

In the course of the past year, George 
Strait became the most nominated performer in 
Country Music Association history by getting 
five nominations, including one as Entertainer of 
the Year. The 46-year-old Texas-based tradi- 
tional country singer garnered 47 CMA award 
nominations over his 17-year career, surpassing 
Merle Haggard’s record of 43. 

When Shania Twain launched her 
phenominal recording career five years ago, she 
decided to initially support her albums with mu- 
sic videos rather than touring. Now, three albums 
and 15 music videos later, Twain has become one 
of the top selling female singers in the United 
States, with sales approaching 17 million albums 
worldwide. 

Mark McGwire and Sammy Sosa, two 
power-hitters in the game of baseball, were in a 
battle of home runs during the summer. Both 
were looking to beat the home run record of 61 set 
by New York Yankee Roger Maris in 1961. 
When the dust settled at the end of the season, 
McGwire, a 34-year-old right-handed hitter from 
the St. Louis Cardinals, won the record with 70. 
Sosa, a 30-year-old right-handed hitter from the 
Chicago Cubs, hit 66 home runs.

Hurricane Georges, the costliest disaster in the 117-year history 
of the Red Cross, occurred this year. Georges ripped through the Florida 
Keys and into the Gulf of Mexico before it slammed into Mississippi and 
Alabama. 

The first Republican to be re-elected Speaker of the House of 
Representatives since 1928 was Newt Gingrich. The self-described “con- 
servative futurist” was first elected Speaker in 1995. Upon completion of 
his second term, Gingrich stepped down from his position and was re- 
placed by Bob Livingston, who, upon the threat of a scandal, promptly left 
office. The current Speaker of the House is Dennis Hastert. 

Despite reports of failing health and growing opposition, Russian 
president Boris Yeltsin remained in power for another year. In 1991, Yeltsin 
was elected president of the Russian Federation, a position he continued to 
hold after the break-up of the Soviet Union. In 1993, he proposed a new 
constitution for the Soviet Union. 

In September, the stock market’s Dow Jones Industrial Average 
dropped 512 points, or 6%, in one day. Investors saw the stock market 
make tremendous gains earlier in the year. During the summer, however, 
stocks began to lose value and by early fall the market had lost all that it 
had gained during the year. In April the stock market reached a new record 
high, surpassing the 10,000 mark.

Dr. Mac Lynn began early studying the Bible. “I decided that I wanted to go into ministry just about the time I was gradu- 
ating from high school,” he said, remembering his childhood in the states of Tennessee and Florida. He grew up in a Christian 
home and was a member of a small congregation; so his exposure to the Good Book has played a big part of his life. Graduating 
from Morgan State University in Kentucky (after attending one summer semester at Lipscomb and three years at Florida Christian 
College), he moved on to HardingGraduate School (in Memphis) and San Francisco Theological Seminary. When he finally 
finished, Dr. Lynn had four Masters degrees (in Old Testament, Religious Education, Theology, and Science of Theology) and one 
doctorate (in the Science of Theology). 

Dr. Lynn came to teach Bible at Lipscomb in 1987 with a lengthy history in Christian educational work and college level 
teaching - he was even a twelve year academy principal. But over the twelve years at Lipscomb, Dr. Lynn has become not only a 
teacher, but a mentor and a friend. He has seen most of the current Bible faculty hired in the nine years he served as Chair of the 
department, and says, “There’s a feeling of comradeship for sure will be missed.” About his classes, he favors teaching Hebrew 
History and World Religions. Every class, though, has its own personality, but Dr. Lynn observed the overall personality of the 
classes has become more respectful. “It’s still like pulling teeth to get them to study,” he said laughing. 

Dr. Lynn had many strange adventures while teaching at Lipscomb, especially the one about the beligerant student. One 
day during class, Dr. Lynn was bombarded with challenges from a hot-headed student who protested to every word spoken. After 
diffusing the situation, everything seemed okay. He later found out that the boy was having mental difficulties, and that afternoon 
was taken to a mental hospital. There was another story he recounted about a trip to a missions workshop with a group of 
Lipscomb, Harding, and Abilene students. The workshop turned out really well, but on the way back, their bus driver had a heart 
attack. He was taken to the hospital and the other bus driver took over for the rest of the trip. “It was pretty scary,” Dr. Lynn said 
with good humor. 

Despite his retirement, Dr. Lynn plans on teaching a summer course and an adult studies course. In addition he will be 
conducting a census of all the 13,000 Churches of Christ in the United States, a project he takes on every 10 years, and he will 
continue his devoted work with a venture called Nations University. This takes education overseas to people and locations where 
it is not convenient to go to school. He calls it “distance learning.” 

Dr. Lynn, a man of great wisdom, wanted to share some of what he’s learned with the students of Lipscomb. He said, 
“You’ve got to start where somebody started with me one time where he said, ‘Opportunities come to those who are prepared...’ 
You have a marvelous opportunity at this institution to learn. These people are as well trained as anybody anywhere, and it’s here 
if you want it. Don’t squander the opportunity - take advantage of it, because some day you...may regret not having done that. It’s 
hard to tell an 18-year-old that, but for the students to take all that is here is an important piece of advice.” - Michelle McCollum

Retiring Faculty: Everette Hunt 


“I grew up in a town in West Tennessee, in a town called Trenton. T-R-E-N-T-O-N.” Dr. Everette Hunt speaks with a gentle voice. There are 
laugh lines around his eyes. 

Dr. Hunt graduated from Peabody High School in Trenton, then attended Lipscomb for one year. But because Lipscomb didn’t have a 
physics program, he left and completed his undergraduate studies at Vanderbilt. In 1958 he received a Masters in physics from Vanderbilt, and then 
worked on his doctorate at Florida State University until 1962. “Then I came to teach at Lipscomb,” he said, smiling. He taught, not only because he 
enjoyed the subject itself, but also and foremostly because he loved the interaction with the students. He enjoyed helping them acquire a passion for 
physics, and will miss watching them learn, graduate, get married, and have children. And on the subject of children, the father on two says, “Now 
I’m teaching the children of the children I taught.” 

Dr. Hunt looks back on the early 60s when the physics classes met in the basement of Elam Hall and practiced lab in the old Burton gym. It 
was quite exciting for him to participate in the gradual increase of technology in physics department. A whole building was built for the sciences, 
and the laboratory’s equipment doubled in quantity and quality. The most amazing thing, he believes, is the infiltration of computers. When he first 
began teaching, his classes didn’t even have calculators (they were big, bulky, and weighed about a ton), but now computers have settled in, and Dr. 
Hunt can’t imagine physics without them. But, despite all the physical changes, he says that Lipscomb’s spirit hasn’t changed a bit. “The student 
body was good then, and it’s good now,” he says with finality. Then he adds, “The campus looks a lot prettier than it did then.” 

Now with his retirement just weeks away, Dr. Hunt plans on travelling, relaxing, and perfecting his fishing technique. “I’m looking forward 
to it,” he says. It will give him freedom from a regimented schedule, and more time. He “enjoys life like it is, and plans on enjoying it still.” And after 
so many years of dedicated service, he certainly deserves it.

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Coach Don Meyer, visible on the Lipscomb campus for 24 years, 
will not be returning as head basketball coach after this summer. He has 
chosen to move on due to the university’s decision to become an NCAA 
Division I team. 

During his time at Lipscomb, Coach Meyer managed to create 
quite a name for himself and for the Bisons. Out of 17 NAIA and NCAA 
coaches to win 700 college games, Meyer reached the number faster 
than any other coach in college history. Meyer was honored by being 
twice named NAIA coach of the year as well as to the NAIA hall of 
fame. Our Bisons, under the leadership of Coach Meyer, led the nation 
in scoring in 1989, 1990, 1992 and 1993, and also won a record 41 games 
in the 1989-1990 season. 

It is not certain who will replace Meyer or where Meyer will go 
from here. Whoever becomes the next Bison basketball coach will have 
a difficult time meeting the standards that have been set. Coach Meyer is 
a Lipscomb institution that will be sorely missed.

THIS IS A DRILL. That was a common phrase at two “disaster drills” that several jour- 
nalism and public relations students participated in this year with the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
The premise was that there had been a radiation leak at a nuclear plant. Students assumed the 
identities of reporters, covered press briefings, and worked on writing news stories of the break- 
ing events. 

Every hour or so news briefings were called to allow reporters to gain information and 
ask questions of TVA, county organizations, the State of Tennessee, and federal agencies. The 
people representing these organizations were the same people who would face real reporters if an 
accident ever did occur. 

“It’s great for journalism students to see how professionals cover such activities, and it’s 
great for PR students to witness crisis management in action,” said Dr. Jimmy McCollum, who 
took his students to Chattanooga and Decatur, Alabama to participate in the drills. 

The “mock journalists” got a taste of what life in the fast-paced news business is like. 
They also discovered that, when dealing with breaking news, time is of utmost importance.

Becky would like to use her family relations concentration in the Family/Consumer Science major 
and psychology minor to work with at-risk kids, an area which has gained considerable attention in recent 
months in light of the numerous school shootings. This interest may lead her to a job, or she may use her skills 
in achurch ministry setting. “I think there is a place for me even at my age, and maybe even more so because 
of my age. I have experience as well as knowledge now.”
